Mounting evidence gathered over the years by re:::>utable UFO observers 
and researchers In establishing the nliysloal fact of ilFCe In our skies, has 
resulted In ever-growing numbers of people from all walks of life and eoun- 
tries of the world accepting alien spacecraft visiting our planet as a fait 
accompli,.

In a l.arge part to the early pioneer work of private Investigators, UFO 
groups and such organizations as NICAP who have continually pressed for 
acverrjrental acknowledgement of the UFO case and the release of more Inform 
utlon to the nubile, \4e owe a great debt of gratitude and should r>ay a warm 
tribute to these pioneers vfho, in the early days especially, courageously 
3UbJecv.ed then'salves to public ridicule, sometimes persecution and often 
veiled threats concerning tholr Jobs, etc,, and who were frequently labelled 
"orackpotH’'. This type of treatment has always been meted cut to men with 
Ideas and beliefs In advance of their time, who dared to unset the status 
quo of the powers-that-be. Fven Christianity Itself, perhaps the moat noble 
conce^pt of earth's history, met with vile persecution In its early days. 

3ut where the governments of the world failed to meet the challenge of perit- 
trating the IJE’O myetery, private UFO researchers and groups have In a great 
measure, aucceeded.

Their 
ability to perfom ennh t«chnologie&l fe^s as right-angle tturae, dsoiateriallEation and the 
wv8i‘lng of tho vast distances involved - thus defying all E;arth‘«known concepts of jrjhyolcs 
and ns tor's! Xa«s - atnmgly suggests the toanrledge and use of dimonsions as yet \ff;iknova'i to 
U8» It is holleved hT ^ nuaher of scientific r«e&arohors idto have made a deep study of tho 
metaphysical aiicects of these remarkable aohieveiaents that they ere soeompUahed by an 
inot^taneoua from one diman?ion to mother, thus tq^'passlng the spaoc'-time factor.

For moat of our hlatory we have thought that Man on Earth was 
the centre of Creation. We thou: 3 ht the stars were fixed to a sort 
of sphere. Or they were little hibles In a sphere throu:^h which 
Slea:[aed. from beyond, some original fire or brilliance. 

The Idea that Man on Earth Is the centre of thlruss, or that, 
at the very least, he is God's most favoured creature, if not the 
master of all her surveys. Is slow to die. Perhaps, In Its direct 
form, It Is dead. To most people, the notion that the Earth :;oes 
round the Sun, and that the Sun in turn Is Just a star among millions 
in a :;alaxy, and that there are many galaxies Is not a new one. It 
has been around for some time now. It Is not heresy any longer. 

But, possibly from a subconscious feeling that It Is the only 
way to preserve our self-respect, we still lllce bo think of ourselves 
as the best. Do most of us really consider the possibility of contact 
with other technologies? Do we really think that they might know 
something fundamental that we don't know? Do we consider seriously 
any possible prior claims to real estate In "space"? 

After centuries of resistance, Christian theologians are beginning 
bo wrestle with the religious iraplloatlons of the possibility that we 
may not be the focal point of Creation, but that we may be Inferloa In 
physique. In Intelligence and In spiritual development to more highly 
evolved beings elsewhere. 

One can say "after centuries of resistance" because the Idea that 
there are other worlds like our own, and that some of them may be 
Inhabited, Is a very ancient one Indeed, Thales afldHlletus, who lived 
at the end of the seventh century before Christ, Is said to have 
suggested that the stars are other worlds. His pupil, Anaximander, 
developed the idea that there are an Infinite number of worlds In a 
constant process through a sort of cycle, some dying, s6me being born 
and the rest being at various stages in their'lives". At that time too, 
Pythagoras held the view that the 13arbh was spherical. And Xenophanes 
of Colophon, seeking to put Han In his place, ridiculed the gods 
worshipped by the Greeks. If cows could make Images, he said, they would 
worship cow-shaped gods. He also said that the Moon was Inhabited. 

Close to the time of Christ, the Homan poet Lucretlos said that as 
there are countless Individuals In every species of animal, land nothing 
In the universe Is "unique and solitary In Its birth and growth", so 
there must be innumerable worlds and their inhabitants. And somet^hat 
nearer our own time, the Dutch mathematician, astronomer and physicist.

Christiaan auyjensr said that the Snn was just another star, and went 
on to ask ”,.v;hy lEay not every one of these stars or suns have as ^reat 
a retinue as our sun of planets, with their moons, to i-rait upon them?* 

He felt that we must jrant that their planets would have the same 
qiialltles as the planets in our solar system. "They must have their 
plants and animals," he wrote, "Uay and their rational creatures boo, 
and those as ^reat admirers and as diligent observers of the heavens 
as ourselves..." 

A hundred years before IIuy:;ens a Dominican monk in Italy, Giordano 
Druno, enneiuded that there must be an Infinite number of worlds 
Inhabited by an Infinite number of morally imperfect beings. He reached 
this conclusion considering the Infinite qualities of God. He was burned 
at the stake for heresy In 1600 A.D. 

In this century, in 1918. Harlow Shapley published his flndln':a that 
our o^fn 3alax:y Is a disk-llke system of stars, and that our own sun Is 
thousands of ll^ht-yeara from Its centre. He iirrote In 1958, "we have 
made a lon^ forward step In cosmic adjustment - a step that Is 
uri^;3Stlonably Irreversible. We must yet used to the fact that we are 
peripheral, that we move alony with our star, the Dun, In the outer part 
of a yalazy that is one amony millions of star-rich yaluxies." He has 
also said that "as far as we can tell, the same physical laws prevail 
everywhere. The same rules apply at the centre of the Milky Way, In the 
remote yalailes, and amony the stars of the solar nelyhbourhood. In 
view of a common cosmic physics and chemistry, should we not also expect 
to find animals and plants everyv/here? It seems completely reasonable j 
and soon we shall say that It seems Inevitable." 

To find animals and plants everywhere, animals and plants not too 
different from those we are used to. means that we should expect to find 
planets everywhere. Planets not too different from those we know in our 
solar system. In fact, not too different from our ovm Harth. Ho 
telescope has been devised yet that Is atrony enouyh to see planets even 
of the nearest stars. Is there any evidence, then, that there are other 
planets outside our solar system? 

ninety per cent of all stars visible In our telescopes, when 
classified In a certain way accordin’ to spectral type and luminosity, 
fall Into a narrotf band known as the "main sequence". At one end of the 
main sequence are the youny, larye, hot, brlyht stars and at the other 
are the old, small, cool, dull stars. An astronomer named Otto Struve, 
while study Iny the speeds of rotation of stars alony the main sequence, 
noticed an abrupt step at one point in the sequence from fast splnnlny 
stars to slow splnnlny stars. He postulated that those slow stars had 
yiven birth to planets at this staye in their "life", and, as the raised 
arms of a whlrllny fiyure skater slows her spin, so these planets had 
absorbed much of the star's anyular momentum. However, other scientists 
have other theories for the loss of spin, pointlny out that the same effect 
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could have been achieved by shoot in:; out ^reat masses of jas. Some 
astronomers have proposed tiiat virtually all single abikra have planets 
rejardless of their speed of rotation. It all depends on what theory 
of the origin oi* stars and the Universe they are supporting. They are 
quite ready to admit that they don't really know, ileanwhlle the only 
method of proceeding Is to try to fit various theories bo the facts as 
they are collected, to see what facta are left over. If boo much is 
left unaccounted for one has to think up a new hypothesis to test, 

3ut evidence of the existence of planets has come from another line 
of .istronomlcal research, Photojraphle measurement of the positions of 
a number of stars over a number of years has disclosed that several of 
them seem to vjobble. The wobbles are consistent with the existence of 
comparatively small bodies In orbit around them. 

The main sequence of stars Is not considered a highway now, down 
v,rhlch a star pro:rre3ses. A 3tar does not chan:;e Its position on the 
main sequence, which Is determined by its mass. To quote Ualter 
■■ulllvan's explanation in his book "V/e Are not Alone": 

"A star moves onto the main sequence once Its Internal heat 
and pressure., .become sufficient to start the hydrogen burnIn •. 

Its stay there ends when the supply of hydro 2 ;en In the core 
has been exhausted... the star swells Into a "jlant" or 
"3uper:;lant'*, becomlnj progressively hotter and brl:;hter - and, 
presumably, destroylnj any life in Its vicinity." 

The hydrogen reaction stase Is by far the longest sta^e In the 
life of a star - a flact which would explain iriiy ninety per cent of the 
known stars lie on the main sequence. 

The Earth Is estimated to be about 4.6 billion years old. About 
a third of that was needed to evolve the chemicals that finally organized 
Into what we call life. The remainder was occupied by the evolution of 
life from Its most primitive form to mankind now preparing to launhh 
himself into space. 

At the hot end of the main sequence, stars burn their hydrogen 
too fast to stay on the main sequence lonj enou:;h for their planets to 
evolve life. At the cool end only a narrow zone around the stars has 
a temperature ran;:::e within which life as we know it could evolve. The 
;reatcst likelihood of finding planets Inhabited by Intelllcjent life 
appears to be in tliat part of the main sequence occupied by the moderately 
small stars. Dy a happy coincidence the 3un lies squarely In the middle 
of this ^roup and the Earth lies In the middle of the Sun's habitable 
zone, liars and Venus also lie within the Sun's habitable zone; Venus 
near Its Inner limit, and Mars noar Its outer limit, (The limits were 
set at the temperature extremes thou: 3 ht to be necessary for the 
chemical reactions that would have to occur In any conceivable life 
process.) 
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Other factors, such as the radius and mass needed In order 
to hold an atmosphere, and the probable distribution of likely 
candidates in the :3alazy (more in the arms that at the centre, they 
think) have been reckoned in statistical calculations. The most 
optimistic ansuers for the number of probably Inhabltated planets 
In the :;alaxy are In the billions. These fljures are reduced by 
various pessimistic arguments, however, to a matter of millions. 

Even so, vjlth the nearest star a number of lijht-years sn^ay 
from us, and the probability of only one in the nearest several 
hundred thousand stars having an inhabited planet, our nearest 
nel'jhbours are likely to bo an awful lon.^ distance away from us. 

With our teohnolo:^y and our as yet unshaken belief in the 
limltln;; speed of 11 ;ht It will bo a lon^ time before txo reach them, 
V/lth their technolo::y, . ., .who knovxs? 

Intelli’cnce has a definite survival value on this planet, and 
it Is probably so on other planets, 3y the same token, suspicion 
of stranjers, a certain i-mrlness vxhen confronted with the unknown, 
is also built Into us. If he doesn*t fit our conventions and 
customs then he Is a dan:;er to our society. Clobber him. Is it so 
on otiler planets? How much does society have to dovolop before 
that Is bred out of us? Prom where we stand it looks as If droppln™ 
that little trick would leave us very vulnerable when dealln; with 
other societies. And yet, on the Individual level, we know very well 
that we liave had to “rive It up, that It Is no way to win friends and 
Influence people. Aloe people, that Is.

"The Leader^Post" of Regina, Saskateheiian, Canada, in Its Issue of Jan, U, 196?, 
can-led the above title as its boiner headUno, The story follows t "Vancouver (CP) “ 
Five members of a Canadian Pacific Airlines DC-d crew never believed before, but they 
believe In flying saucers now. The crew reported Tuesday they saw one on a recent rj-lght 
from Llzna, Peru to Itexieo City and couldn't explain it away, "We tried to discredit the 
thing from beginning to end, but it cotildn't be anything we could think of," said Capt, 
Robert HlUbank, He said he saw two beans of light during the Dee, 29 flight, Second 
Officer John D. Dahl, navigator. Kike Hole, purser, Joseph Uigs and pilot trainee W, 
Poepperl, gathered to watch the object. 

"It was getting bigger all the tiae, and at one point shot out a tiail of sparks 
like a rocket," Capt* HlUbank said, "Then it seonod to be getting closer and we 
could see a string of lights between two White lights* It thm levelled off at our 
left wing-tip and, in Uie full moon, we could see a shape between the two ll^ts which 
appeared thicker in the middle," 

He said the object renalned a couple of mlntztes, thei disappeared behind the big 
passenger plane. He said he filed a report In Hexleo City after the flight. The 
passengers did not see the object. The crew did not wake than. Said Mr, Dahl: 

"I never believed in flying saucers before. But. I've got to believe in them now!" 
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
